Wiser teaches this limitation by allowing users to select either a high quality encoded format or a low quality un- 
encoded format, (column 3, lines 5-column 5, lines 15) By choosing one of the two options, users are making a request and a selection 
as to the format of the media that they want to receive. Although, Wiser fails to teach selecting at least a first encoding format and 
second encoding format, as the examiner indicated in previous rejection, Speicher makes up for this deficiency, (see page 4 of the 
previous rejection) Therefore the final rejection is sustained.
